TOWN  OF  KINGSTON,  N.H. 
MINUTES  OF  TOWN  MEETING  -  MARCH  9,  1982 

Article  1  —  The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
10  A.M.  by  the  Moderator,  Richard  L.  Russman,  for  the 
balloting  for  Town  Officers,  Sanborn  Regional  School  District 
Officers,  as  well  as  balloting  on  Articles  4,  5,  6  and  7.  It  was 
voted  to  adjourn  the  meeting  after  the  close  of  the  counting  of 
ballots,  until  March  10,  1982  at  7  P.M.  at  the  Swasey 
Gymnasium. 

The  Town  Clerk,  Bettie  C.  Ouellette,  broke  the  seal  on  all 
boxes  of  ballots.  The  Moderator  inspected  the  Voting  Booths 
and  the  Ballot  Boxes.  The  Moderator  also  announced  that 
absentee  ballots  would  be  processed  at  3  P.M.  The  Assistant 
Moderator  was  Leonard  F.  Sanborn.

Results  of  Zoning  and  Building  Questions 

(Voted  by  Written  Ballot) 

ARTICLE  4:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendments  to  the  Zoning  and  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of 
Kingston,  New  Hampshire,  as  adopted  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  on  March  14, 1978  and  Amended  March  13, 1979 
and  March  11,  1980,  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board: 

I.  Amend  Article  III,  Section  3.10  by  adding: 
5.  Wetlands  Conservation  District 

II.  Amend  Article  IV  by  adding: 

4.60  Wetlands  Conservation  District 

4.61  Purpose 

In  the  interest  of  public  health,  convenience,  safety 
and  welfare,  this  ordinance  is  intended  to  guide  the 
use  of  wetland  areas  which  are  defined  and  delineated 
as  poorly  and  very  poorly  drained  soils. 

a.  To  maintain  the  quality  and  level  of  the  groundwater 
table  and  water  re-charge  areas  for  existing  or 
potential  water  supplies. 

b.  To  insure  uses  that  can  be  safely  and  appropriately 
located  in  wetlands  areas  in  order  to  prevent  pollution 
of  surface  and  groundwaters  necessary  to  supply 
domestic  water  needs. 
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c.  To  prevent  the  Town  from  incurring  unnecessary 
and  excessive  expenses  to  provide  and  maintain 
essential  services  and  utilities  which  arise  because  of 
unwise  use  of  wetlands. 

d.  To  protect  persons  and  property  against  the 
hazards  of  flood  water  inundation  by  assuring  the 
continuation  of  the  natural  flow  pattern  of  streams  and 
other  water  courses  within  the  Town  and  by 
preserving  natural  floodwater  storage. 

e.  To  protect  presently  existing  natural  wetland  wild- 
life habitats. 

4.62  Definition 

a.  The  Wetlands  Conservation  District  of  Kingston 
shall  consist  of  those  areas  within  the  Town  which 
contain  fresh  water  marshes,  ponds  and  lakes, 
perennial  streams  and  soils  classified  as  poorly  and 
very  poorly  drained  as  defined  by  the  National  Coop- 
erative Soil  Survey  conducted  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  Soil  Conservation  Ser- 
vice for  the  Town  of  Kingston  through  field  mapping 
surveys  completed  n  1977  and  published  in  the  "Soil 
Survey  Report  of  the  Town  of  Kingston." 

b.  Where  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District  is 
superimposed  over  another  zoning  district  in  the 
Town  of  Kingston,  that  district  which  is  more  restrict- 
ive shall  govern. 

4.63  Wetlands  Conservation  District  Map 

The  Wetlands  Conservation  District  as  herein  defined 
is  shown  on  a  map  designated  as  "Town  of  Kingston 
Wetlands  Conservation  District"  and  is  a  supplement 
to  the  zoning  map  of  the  town.  Wetland  boundaries 
indicated  on  the  zoning  map  supplement  shall  be 
determined  from  soil  survey  field  sheets  which  show 
the  results  of  the  soil  survey  referenced  in  Section 
4.62,  and  from  the  on-site  soils  investigation  of  a  quali- 
fied soils  scientist*  when  required.  Soil  survey  field 
sheets  are  available  from  the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation 
Service  in  Exeter,  N.H.,  and  are  on  file  with  the 
Planning  Board,  Town  Clerk  and  Conservation 
Commission.  The  results  of  any  on-site  soils  investi- 
gation will  be  on  file  with  the  Planning  Board  and 
Conservation  Commission. 
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4.64  Appeal 

In  the  event  that  an  area  is  alleged  to  be  incorrectly 
designated  on  the  soil  survey/field  sheets,  any  person 
aggrieved  by  such  a  designation  may  present 
adequate  evidence  of  such  to  the  Planning  Board. 
Adequate  evidence  shall  include  a  written  report  of 
on-site  soils  investigation  and  analysis  conducted  by  a 
qualified  soils  scientist.* 

4.65  Permitted  Uses 

In  designated  wetland  areas  permitted  uses  are  those 
which  are  compatible  with  the  purposes  specified  in 
Section  4.61  of  this  ordinance  and  do  not  involve 
significant  alteration  of  the  wetland. 
Such  uses  include: 

a.  Forestry  -  tree  farming 

b.  Agriculture 

c.  Water  impoundments  and  well  supplies 

d.  Maintenance  of  existing  drainage  ways  -  streams, 
creeks  or  other  paths  of  normal  water  runoff. 

e.  Wildlife  refuge 

f.  Parks  and  such  recreational  uses  which  are 
consistent  with  the  purpose  and  intent  of  Section  4.61 

g.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails 

h.  Open  space  as  permitted  by  subdivision  regula- 
tions and  other  sections  of  this  ordinance. 

4.66  Uses  Permitted  Subject  to  Review 
a.  Easements  and  Rights  of  Way 

Streets,  roads  and  other  access  ways  and  utility  rights 
of  way  or  easements  may  be  permitted  provided  that 
evidence  of  the  following  be  accepted  by  the  approp- 
riate Board: 

1)  The  street,  road,  access  way  or  utility  right-of- 
way  or  easements  are  essential  to  the  productive 
use  of  land  not  zoned  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

2)  The  street,  road,  access  way  or  utility  right-of- 
way  or  easement  is  so  located  and  constructed  as 
to  minimize  any  detrimental  impact  of  such  uses 
upon  the  wetland. 

3)  Such  location  and  construction  be  compatible 
with  the  intents  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 
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b.  Underlying  Districts 

In  cases  where  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District 
overlays  another  zoning  district,  the  proposed  use 
shall  be  permitted  (providing  said  use  is  allowed  in  the 
underlying  district)  subject  to  review  by  the 
appropriate  Board  providing  that: 

1)  Uses  are  consistent  with  the  purpose  and  intent 
in  Section  4.61. 

2)  The    appropriate    procedure    for    review    as 
delineated  in  Section  4.67  be  followed. 

4.67  Procedure  for  Review 

a.  Building  Permits  for  Individual  Lots 

Upon  receiving  a  request  for  a  building  permit  within 
the  Wetlands  Conservation  District,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  notify  the  Planning  Board  and  Con- 
servation Commission  of  said  request.  The  Planning 
Board  and  Conservation  Commission  may  submit  a 
written  report.  If  the  Board  of  Selectmen  determines 
from  these  reports  that  the  proposed  activity  may 
have  a  significant  negative  impact  on  the  wetlands  as 
described  in  Section  4.61,  they  may  request  the  appli- 
cant to  submit  a  drainage  report  and  calculations 
describing  the  extent  of  that  impact. 

b.  Subdivisions 

Any  person  who  desires  to  subdivide  land  within 
the  Wetlands  Conservation  District  shall  submit  to  the 
Planning  Board,  in  addition  to  all  other  requirements 
stipulated  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations,  five  (5)  copies 
(copies  are  given  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Conser- 
vation Commission,  Town  Engineer,  and  two  retained 
by  the  Planning  Board)  of  a  drainage  report  and 
calculations  prepared  by  a  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  describing  the  extent  of  impact  on  the 
wetlands.  The  topographic  map  should  include  soil 
typing  according  to  Section  4.62  of  this  ordinance. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Conservation 
Commission  may  submit  a  written  report  for 
consideration. 

c.  Issuance  of  Conditions 

If  after  review  of  all  submitted  data  the  appropriate 
Board    determines    that    the    area   on    which   the 
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proposed  work  is  to  be  done  is  in  conflict  with  Section 
4.61  of  this  ordinance,  the  Board  shall: 

1)  Grant  preliminary  approval  subject  to  an  order  of 
conditions  it  deems  necessary  for  compliance  and 
subsequent  final  approval,  or 

2)  deny  the  request  and  give  the  reason  thereto, 
d.  The  appropriate  Board  shall  be  entitled  to  review 
and  regulate  development  proposals  within  one 
hundred  (100)  feet  of  a  wetland  when  it  is  determined 
that  such  development  may  have  a  significant 
negative  impact  on  the  wetland  not  consistent  with 
the  purposes  and  intent  of  Section  4.61. 

4.68  Special  Exceptions 

Special  exceptions  for  the  undertaking  of  a  use  not 

otherwise   permitted   in   the  Wetlands   Conservation 

District,  which  may  include  erection  of  a  structure, 

dredging,    filling,    draining   or   otherwise   altering   the 

surface  configuration  of  the  land,  may  be  granted  by  the 

Board  of  Adjustment,  if  it  can  be  shown  that  such 

proposed  use  will  not  conflict  with  the  purpose  and  intent 

of  Section  4.61.  Proper  evidence  to  this  effect  shall  be 

submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  may 

be  accompanied  by  the  findings  of  a  review  of  the 

Rockingham    County    Conservation    District    of    the 

environmental  effects  of  such  proposed  use  upon  the 

wetlands  in  question. 

*    Qualified    Soil    Scientist    is    a   person    qualified    in   soil 

classification  who   is   recommended   or   approved   by   the 

Rockingham     County     Conservation    District    Board    of 

Supervisors. 

III.  Amend  Article  II,  Section  2.20:12  by  deleting  the  existing 
definition  and  inserting: 

Wetlands.  Fresh  water  marshes,  ponds  and  lakes, 
streams,  and  soils  classified  as  poorly  and  very  poorly 
drained  as  defined  by  the  National  Cooperative  Soil 
Survey,  U.S.D.A.,  Town  of  Kingston,  1977.

RESULTS  OF  SPECIAL  QUESTION 

(Voted  by  Written  Ballot) 

ARTICLE  7:  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-f  for 
the  adjusted  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax?  These 
statutes  provide  for  the  following  exemptions,  based  on 
assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers:  for  a  person  65  years  of 
age  up  to  75  years,  $10,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to 
80  years,  $15,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older, 
$20,000.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  N.H.  resident 
for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or 
if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  his  spouse,  they  must  have  been 
married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have 
a  net  income  of  less  than  $10,000  or  if  married  a  combined  net 
income  of  less  than  $12,000,  and  own  net  assets  of  $30,000  or 
less,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence.

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MINUTES  OF  CONTINUED  TOWN  MEETING  AT 
SWASEY  GYMNASIUM,  March  10,  1982 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7  P.M.  by  the  Moderator, 
Richard  L.  Russman.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Wendell 
J.  Irvine,  First  Congregational  Church.  The  Moderator 
introduced  the  Selectmen,  Michael  R.  Priore,  Ralph  E. 
Southwick  and  John  J.  Reinfuss,  and  the  Town  Clerk,  Bettie 
C.  Ouellette.  The  Moderator  explained  that  he  hoped  to  be 
able  to  finish  the  whole  warrant  in  one  night.  He  thanked  Wiley 
Baldwin,  Norman  Bower,  Daniel  Bogannam  and  Virginia 
Morse  for  serving  on  the  Finance  Committee  for  3  years  and 
then  appointed  the  following:  Charles  Hannagan,  to  fill  out  the 
one  year  term  of  Susan  E.  Kelley  who  moved  away;  and  the 
following  four  to  serve  for  3  years:  Electra  Alessio,  Thomas 
Dangremond,  Donald  Eadie  and  George  Schiller,  Jr.  The 
Moderator  then  read  the  results  of  the  balloting  from 
yesterday. 

ARTICLE  2  -  A  motion  made  by  John  J.  Reinfuss  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $822,885.60  was  seconded,  and  after  discussion 
the  following  amendment  made  by  David  Welch,  was  passed, 
on  a  voice  vote:  "That  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  7 
people,  within  14  days  after  Town  Meeting,  to  study  and 
recommend  to  the  Selectmen  a  suggested  personnel  plan.  The 
committee  will  study  the  following  areas:  Salaries,  salary 
increases,  job  descriptions,  and  fringe  benefits  -  but  shall  not 
be  restricted  to  these  items.  The  report  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Public  within  120  days.  All  Town 
employees  and  elected  officials  are  prohibited  from  serving  on 
this  committee,  however,  they  may  be  consulted  for  advisory 
information.  Following  receipt  of  the  report  the  Selectmen 
shall  be  charged  with  holding  a  Public  Hearing  on  the  report 
within  30  days.  Said  plan  is  to  be  presented  for  a  ballot  vote  at 
the  next  regularly  scheduled  or  special  election  following  the 
above  time  frames  and  if  adopted  is  to  become  effective  within 
30  days  of  its  adoption  or  1  January  1983,  whichever  is  later." 
A  second  amendment,  made  by  David  Welch,  to  cut  the 
budget  by  $5,000.00  (2,000.00  from  the  Town  Officers' 
Expenses  and  $3,000.00  from  the  General  Government 
Buildings)  was  NOT  passed  on  a  voice  vote. 
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Then  another  amendment,  made  by  David  Welch,  to  cut 
the  budget  by  $3,000.00  (from  the  General  Government 
Buildings)  was  passed  by  voice  vote.  Discussion  followed  on 
the  Article,  as  amended. 

It  was  then  voted  by  voice  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$819,885.60  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  3  -  It  was  voted  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by  John 
Reinfuss,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of  the  collection 
of  taxes  for  the  current  year  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of  the 
Town,  negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid  notes  to  be  paid  during 
the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  during  the  year. 

ARTICLES  4,  5,  6,  and  7  -  were  voted  by  written  ballot  on 
March  9,  1982.  (results  printed  above). 

ARTICLE  8  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Ralph  Southwick  and 
seconded,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  to 
cover  the  cost  of  a  salary  increase  of  $1,000.00  per  Selectman. 
The  present  salary  if  $2, 150.00  annually.  An  amendment  made 
by  Charles  Hannagan,  was  passed,  by  voice  vote,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,050.00  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  salary 
increase  of  $350.00  per  Selectman  to  make  the  annual  salary 
$2,500.00.  Then,  the  article,  as  amended,  was  passed  by  voice 
vote. 

ARTICLE  9  -  It  was  voted  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Dorothy  Champion,  to  table  this  article  and  to  set  up  a 
committee  to  study  it  -  relative  to  purchasing  and  installing  a 
hung  ceiling,  insulation  and  lighting  fixtures  in  the  Town  Hall 
for  $3,500.00. 

ARTICLE  10  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
David  Welch,  to  table  this  article,  relative  to  replacing  the  rear 
furnace  in  the  Town  Hall,  for  $4,000.00. 

ARTICLE  11  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Michael  Priore,  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
the  sum  of  $930.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund, 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972,  for  the  purchase  of  inside  storm 
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windows  to  be  installed  in  the  Town  Hall  downstairs. 

ARTICLE  12  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Gordon  Bakie,  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund, 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972,  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of 
electric  door  openers  at  the  Central  and  So.  Fire  Stations. 

ARTICLE  13  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
John  Reinfuss,  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply 
for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  Town 
Meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or  other  governmental 
unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the 
fiscal  year  to  be  used  only  for  legal  purposes  for  which  a  town 
may  appropriate  money. 

The  Selectmen  shall  hold  a  prior  public  hearing  on  the 
action  to  be  taken  and  such  action  shall  not  require  the 
expenditure  of  other  town  funds  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
provisions  of  RSA  32  relative  to  limitation  and  expenditure  of 
town  monies. 

ARTICLE  14  -  This  article  was  NOT  passed,  relative  to  raising 
and  appropriating  $60,000.00  and  authorizing  the  Selectmen 
to  engage  the  services  of  an  independent  assessing  firm  for  the 
purpose  of  reassessing  all  land  and  buildings  in  the  Town. 
Original  motion  was  made  by  John  Reinfuss  and  the  vote  was 
taken  after  a  motion  made  by  Norman  Bower,  "to  move  the 
question,"  was  passed,  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  15  -  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  by  voice  vote,  on  a 
motion  by  Donald  W.  Briggs,  Sr.,  to  appropriate  and  authorize 
withdrawal  of  $6,000.00  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
established  under  the  provisions  of  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  to  do  necessary  body  work  on  Fire  Engine  #2  —  a 
1968  Chev.  and  Engine  #3  —  a  1973  Ford.  The  amendment 
which  was  passed  by  voice  vote,  was  made  by  Leonard 
Sanborn,  to  remove  the  words  "and  restore  rust"  from  the 
original  motion. 

ARTICLE  16  -  This  article,  relative  to  the  purchase  of 
engineering  costs  for  the  proposed  Police  Station  and  planning 
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thereof,  so  as  to  be  able  to  go  to  the  Federal  Government  with 
plans  for  the  purpose  of  Funding,  cost  of  $6,000.00  was  NOT 
passed.  Original  motion  was  made  by  Neil  Parker,  and 
Moderator  declared  article  did  not  pass  on  a  voice  vote. 

The  Moderator  then  asked  for  a  standing  "eye"  vote  and 
he  again  declared  the  article  NOT  passed.  However,  Dorothy 
Champion  still  took  issue  on  the  call  of  the  vote  and  the 
Moderator  asked  for  a  standing  vote  to  clarify  the  situation. 
The  following  were  appointed  tellers:  Renwick  Clements, 
Stanley  Wentzell,  Sheila  Whittier  and  C.  Steven  Briggs. 
Results:  Yes  61,  No  91.  The  Moderator  again  declared  the 
article  NOT  passed. 

ARTICLE  17  -  This  article  was  passed  over  as  it  was  the  same 
as  Article  15,  except  it  would  have  used  "regular"  funds  instead 
of  "Revenue  Sharing  Funds." 

ARTICLE  18  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Neil  Parker  and 
seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money,  $8,500.00 
for  the  replacement  of  the  1980  cruiser.  An  amendment,  made 
by  Billy  Gates,  "to  use  Revenue  Sharing  money  as  much  as 
possible  and  the  rest  to  be  raised  by  taxes,"  was  passed  by 
voice  vote.  Then  the  original  motion,  as  amended,  was  passed 
by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  19  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by  Neil 
Parker,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and 
expend  a  sum  of  $10,000  (ten  thousand  dollars)  for  radar  patrol 
if  available  or  awarded  under  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Highway  Safety  Radar  Program  as  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  state  funded. 

ARTICLE  20  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Gordon  Bakie,  to  allow  the  Fire  Wards  to  place  unexpended 
funds  from  current  year's  appropriations  in  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  future  replacement  of  fire  equipment  as  needed, 
RSA  35:1  (B)  (Supp)  &  35:3  (Supp)  &  35:11  &  Chapter  35 
generally. 

ARTICLE  21  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Gordon  Bakie,  to  allow  the  Fire  Wards  to  place  all  monies 
received  from  the  ambulance  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
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the  future  replacement  of  the  ambulance.  RSA  35:1  (b)  (Supp) 
&  35:3  (Supp)  &  35:11  &  Chapter  35  generally. 

ARTICLE  22  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
John  Reinfuss,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $689.00  for 
the  purchase  of  a  postage  meter  mailing  machine,  Model  5705 
Touchmatic. 

ARTICLE  23  -  It  was  voted  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by  Neil 
Parker,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the  sum  of 
$1,600.00  on  State  bid  list  to  replace  the  13  year  old  radio  now 
in  use  every  day.  This  amount  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Police 
Department  capital  reserve  fund  established  in  1979. 

ARTICLE  24  -  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  by  voice  vote,  on  a 
motion  by  Neil  Parker  and  on  an  amendment  by  Charles 
Hannagan,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,300.00  for  a 
copy  machine  for  the  Police  Station. 

ARTICLE  25  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by  Neil 
Parker  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,600.00  for  a  cost 
of  living  increase  for  the  Chief  of  Police.  The  present  salary  is 
$14,613.93.  An  amendment,  made  by  Billy  Gates,  to  change 
the  $1,600.00  to  $1,315.25  (or  a  9%  raise)  was  NOT  passed,  by 
voice  vote.  The  vote  was  taken  after  a  motion  by  John  Rowell, 
"to  move  the  question,"  was  passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  26  -  It  was  voted,  by  standing  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Richard  D.  Senter  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,600.00  as  a  cost  of  living  increase  for  the  Road  Agent.  The 
present  annual  salary  is  $14,613.93,  includes:  two  weeks 
vacation  and  is  appropriated  as  part  of  the  regular  budget.  An 
amendment  made  by  David  Welch  to  change  the  $1,600.00  to 
$1,000.00  was  NOT  passed  on  a  voice  vote.  The  Moderator 
was  challenged  on  his  decision  and  he  declared  the 
amendment  NOT  passed  on  a  standing  "eye"  vote. 

ARTICLE  27  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Bettie  C.  Ouellette,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$146.20  as  an  8%  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  Part-time  Town 
Clerk,  making  the  annual  salary  $1,973.70,  plus  statutory  fees. 
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ARTICLE  28  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Bettie  C.  Ouellette,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$360.00  as  an  8%  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  part-time  Tax 
Collector,  making  the  annual  salary  $4,860.00,  plus  statutory 
fees. 

ARTICLE  29  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Sheila  Briggs,  to  table  this  article  regarding  three  weeks 
vacation  after  10  yars  of  service  to  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  30  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by  Neil 
Parker,  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  place  all  monies  received  by 
the  Police  Department  (accident  reports,  firearms  permits, 
fees  and  the  sale  of  the  old  cruiser)  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
for  the  future  replacement  of  cruisers  and  radio  equipment. 
RSA  265:19  (Supp)  Generally  35." 

ARTICLE  31  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Charles  Hannagan,  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  the  sum  of  $1,000  from  the  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  as  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  "for  adequate  winter  housing 
at  the  Kingston  dog  pound." 

ARTICLE  32  -  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  by  voice  vote,  to 
authorize  and  direct  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
study  cable  TV  and  hold  o  public  hearing  within  90  days  and  to 
grant  a  cable  television  franchise  upon  such  lawful  conditions 
as  they  may  require,  to  erect,  install  and  to  include  service  to 
any  house  that  applies  for  it  within  the  Town  of  Kingston  and 
maintain  in,  under  or  over  streets,  highways  and  public  ways  of 
the  Town,  wires,  cables  and  other  electrical  impulses  all  in 
accordance  with  and  as  allowed  by  RSA  53-C  (Supp  1977). 

The  original  motion  was  made  by  Brenda  Beede.  The  first 
amendment,  made  by  Chris  Garvey  to  add:  "approved 
recommendation  of  the  cable  TV  committee"  after  the  word 
"upon"  did  NOT  pass  by  voice  vote. 

The  second  amendment  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  and 
made  by  Kenneth  F.  Briggs,  Jr.  (underlined  in  minutes).  The 
third  amendment  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Billy  Gates  (double  underlined  in  minutes.)  The  vote  came 
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after  a  motion  by  Stanley  Wentzell  "to  move  the  question," 
was  passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  33  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Harry  Carr,  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  sum  of 
$7,500.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972, 
for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  lighting  equipment,  con- 
sisting of  6  (six)  ellipsoidal  spotlights  with  lamps  and  wiring,  2 
(two)  portable  dimmer  modules,  6  (six)  2400-watt  solid  state 
dimmers  and  1  (one)  twenty-four  channel,  two  scene  pre-set 
remote  controller,  for  the  Town  Hall. 

ARTICLE  34  -  This  article  was  passed  over  as  it  was  the  same 
as  Article  33  with  a  smaller  amount  of  money. 

ARTICLE  35  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Michael  Priore,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,203.00 
to  assist  Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program, 
Inc.  These  funds  requested,  in  this  instance  being  $1,203.00, 
are  to  be  used  for  current  operating  expenses  to  enable 
Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  to 
continue  providing  services  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Kingston  at  no  cost  to  said  residents. 

ARTICLE  36  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Michael  Priore,  to  budget  $1,367.00  to  assist  Rockingham 
Child  and  Family  Services,  a  private,  non-profit  organization. 
The  amount  of  this  request  is  based  on  services  rendered  to 
31  residents  of  the  Town  of  Kingston,  during  the  period  July  1, 
1980  through  June  30,  1981,  inclusive.  These  residents  used 
$3,740.00  worth  of  service,  however,  only  $1,367.00  could  be 
billed  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  We  therefore  request 
the  minimum  amount  needed  from  the  Town,  in  this  instance 
being  $1,367.00.  These  funds  to  be  used  for  current  operating 
expenses  to  enable  Rockingham  Child  and  Family  Services  to 
continue  providing  individual  and  family  counseling  for 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  whether  or  not  said 
residents  are  able  to  pay. 

ARTICLE  37  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  to  raise  and 
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appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  (one  thousand  dollars)  in 
support  of  the  services  of  the  Newmarket  Health  Center,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  38  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
John  Reinfuss,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $819.79  for 
Class  IV  and  Class  V  Highways  under  the  provisions  of  Town 
Road  Aid.  The  State  will  contribute  $5,465.25. 

ARTICLE  39  -  It  was  voted,  as  amended,  by  voice  vote,  on  a 
motion  by  Ralph  Southwick,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
tax  deeded  property  at  Public  Auction,  excluding  that 
providing  access  to  waterfront.  Amendment  was  made  by 
Charles  Hannagan. 

ARTICLE  40  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Leonard  Sanborn,  to  restrict  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots  to 
residents,  former  residents  and  their  relatives,  or  as  otherwise 
provided  by  the  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  41  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Virginia  Morse  to  approve  the  transfer  of  the  remaining  money 
in  the  Conservation  Commission  budget  to  the  Conservation 
Fund  as  established  under  RSA  36-A:5. 

ARTICLE  42  -  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
Gertrude  Semple,  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000.00  to 
complete  the  Historic  Architectural  Survey. 

ARTICLE  43  —  It  was  voted,  by  voice  vote,  on  a  motion  by 
David  Welch  to  discontinue,  17th  street  from  the  northeasterly 
boundary  of  Lot  7  section  K  and  Lot  93  section  J, 
southeasterly  to  its  end;  and  further: 

To  give  the  Selectmen  authority  to  sell  or  transfer  that 
portion  of  17th  street  in  Great  Pond  Park  described  above, 
which  is  unimproved,  to  said  Leonard  Hawkins  for  the  purpose 
of  joining  his  two  properties  described  on  tax  map  U4-232  and 
U4-237  containing  lots  #88,  89,  90,  91,  93,  94,  95  and  82  in 
section  J  and  lots  #1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  7  in  section  K  into  one 
deeded  parcel.  All  costs  involving  surveying,  marking,  trans- 
ferring and  recording  to  be  the  burden  of  the  purchaser. 

ARTICLE   44   -   This   article,   regarding  the   Selectmen's 
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Ordinance  requiring  permits  for  all  electrical  and  plumbing 
work  in  Kingston,  was  passed  over  as  there  was  no  motion  and 
no  action  taken. 

ARTICLE  45  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Freeman  Nason  to 
accept  this  article  as  printed  and  after  a  short  discussion, 
Lawrene  Smith,  Jr.  made  a  motion  to  table  the  article  and  it 
was  tabled  on  a  voice  vote. 

This  dealt  with  a  Selectmen's  ordinance  pertaining  to  a  fee 
schedule  for  permits  for  Industrial  buildings. 

ARTICLE  46  -  It  was  voted,  on  a  motion  by  John  Reinfuss,  to 
accept  the  Auditors  Report  and  the  Town  Report  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  47  -  2  Resolutions  were  introduced  first,  by  the 
Moderator,  as  follows: 

(1)  Selectmen  shall  set  the  date  for  the  Finance 
Committee  meeting;  which  shall  be  at  least  2  weeks 
prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

(2)  Copies  of  all  budget  and  background  material  shall  be 
delivered  by  Selectmen  or  their  agent  to  the  Finance 
Committee  members  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
meeting. 

(3)  The  moderator  shall  serve  as  a  non-voting  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

(4)  Members  only  shall  sit  at  the  finance  table;  Selectmen 
and  other  department  heads  shall  appear  to  go  over 
the  budget  with  the  Finance  Committee  and  justify 
their  budgets  or  money  requests. 

(5)  Finance  Committee  shall  set  procedures  for  public 
participation  at  each  meeting. 

This  Resolution  was  adopted,  by  a  voice  vote. 
Second,  introduced  by  Randall  Kezar,  as  follows:  Shall 
the  citizens  of  Kingston  ask  members  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Congressional    Delegation    to    support    or    co-sponsor    a 
resolution  in  the  U.S.  Congress  to: 

Request  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  propose  to 
the  Soviet  Union  that  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union  adopt  a  mutual  freeze  on  the  testing,  production,  and 
deployment  of  nuclear  weapons  and  missiles  and  new 
aircraft  designed  to  deliver  nuclear  weapons,  with  veri- 
fication safeguards  satisfactory  to  both  countries. 
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This  Resolution  was  NOT  adopted,  by  voice  vote.  This 
vote  was  taken  after  a  motion  made  by  Norman  Bower,  "to 
move  the  question"  was  voted  by  voice  vote.

pay  $10,000.00.

Footnotes  to  Minutes  of  1982  Town  Meeting 

Article  2.  Legal  opinion  received  March  16,  1982  from  Town 
Counsel  regarding  amendment  for  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a 
'Personnel  Plan  Committee": 

"This  amendment  has  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with 
Article  2  which  is  an  appropriation  article  and  therefore 
was  improper  because  of  subject  matter. 

"Under  the  provisions  of  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  39,  a  Town  Warrant  must 
include  the  specific  articles  or  subjects  on  which  the 
town  has  the  power  to  act.  This  warrant  must  be  posted 
at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
There  was  no  article  in  the  town  warrant  to  establish  a 
committee  to  study  and  recommend  to  the  Selectmen  a 
personnel  plan.  Without  that  subject  having  been  posted 
in  the  warrant,  the  amendment  is  illegal  because  proper 
notice  is  lacking. 

"In  addition,  even  if  the  article  had  been  properly 
posted,  the  attempt  to  have  the  moderator  appoint  the 
committee  is  outside  the  statutory  scope  of  a 
moderator's  authority.  The  duties  of  a  moderator  are 
statutory  in  nature  only  and  cannot  be  expanded.  The 
duties  of  the  moderator  are  contained  in  N.H.  RSA  40:1 
and  N.H.  RSA  40:4. 

"Futher,  an  additional  ground  for  declaring  the 
amendment  illegal  is  the  fact  that  an  attempt  is  being 
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made  to  divest  the  authority  of  the  Selectmen  to  handle 
the  prudential  affairs  of  the  town  under  the  provisions  of 
N.H.  RSA  41:8.  It  is  my  opinion  that  personnel  plans  are 
the  province  of  the  Selectmen  and  not  some  committee." 

Article  47.  Legal  opinion  regarding  "Finance  Committee 

Resolution": 

"The  resolution  regarding  the  Finance  Committee 
procedures  did  not  legally  come  before  the  meeting 
under  Article  47.  Once  again,  the  subject  matter  of  the 
Finance  Committee  procedures  came  before  the  Town 
Meeting  for  the  first  time  at  the  Town  Meeting  and  was 
not  posted  in  the  Town  Warrant,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  N.H.  RSA  Chapter  39. 

"Further,  that  resolution  attempts  to  set  forth 
procedures  to  be  allowed  by  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  the 
future.  Any  matter  which  is  going  to  set  forth  procedures 
or  affect  future  matters  of  the  town  must  be  posted  in 
advance.  Putting  it  another  way,  any  matter  which  is 
brought  up  under  an  article  to  transact  any  other 
business  which  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting  is 
limited  in  scope  to  such  matters  as  a  resolution  thanking 
people  for  services  rendered,  etc.  To  allow  any  other 
type  of  resolution  to  come  up  under  that  article  would  be 
in  violation  of  N.H.  RSA  39  because  the  specific  subject 
was  not  posted  on  the  Town  Warrant  at  least  fourteen 
days  before  the  Town  Meeting.  Any  matter  which  will 
bind  the  town  in  the  future  must  be  posted  in  the 
warrant."

1982  REPORT 

The  year  1982  shows  another  increase  of  $21,499.00  in 
vehicle  permit  fees.  This  was  largely  due  to  a  change  in  the 
State  Law  changing  the  millage  rates  used  to  compute  the 
Town  tax.  A  total  of  718  dogs  and  11  groups  were  licensed  for 
1982. 1  wish  to  thank  Dick  and  Brenda  Samoisette  for  their  fine 
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cooperation.  It  is  through  our  joint  efforts  that  we  were  able  to 
get  108  additional  dogs  licensed  for  the  year  1981.  Total 
increase  in  receipts  was  $891.10. 

The  following  vital  statistics  were  recorded  in  1982:  46 
Births,  41  Marriages  and  23  Deaths,  showing  a  decrease  of  1, 
21  and  6,  respectively. 

During  1982,  132  Voter  Registrations  were  accepted,  4 
name  changes  and  14  changes  of  party.  Appreciation  is 
expressed  to  the  three  Supervisors  who  show  full  cooperation 
at  all  times.  There  were  four  elections  —  Special  State 
Senatorial  Election  in  January,  Town  meeting  in  March,  State 
Primary  in  September  and  State  General  Election  in 
November.  Absentee  ballots  issued  for  Jan.  59;  March  82; 
Sept.  43;  Nov.  85,  for  a  total  of  269.  Thanks  to  the  Moderator 
and  all  ballot  clerks,  counters  and  assistants  who  help  me  in  all 
elections. 

Starting  December  6th  Kingston  was  designated  as  one  of 
the  first  six  Towns  to  issue  renewal  decals  for  the  State  of  N.H. 
-  Motor  Vehicle  Division  and  this  added  service  has  been 
happily  received  since  it  saves  time,  travel,  gas  and 
uncertainties.  We  can  only  renew  the  same  vehicle  to  the  same 
person  to  the  same  plate.  We  have  no  new  plates  and  we 
cannot  do  transfers. 

In  August,  I  presided  at  the  Convention  of  the  N.H.  City 
and  Town  Clerks'  Association,  held  at  the  Hilton  Hotel,  in 
Merrimack.  Currently  I  am  serving  on  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Association  with  monthly  meetings  in  Concord.  I  was  also 
pleased  to  be  a  member  of  the  Decals  Issuance  Study 
Committee. 

I  wish  to  express  my  deepest  appreciation  to  my  Deputy, 
Rochelle  Ingersoll,  and  to  my  Office  Clerk,  Holly  Ouellette, 
who  are  both  fully  trained  to  fill  in  for  me  in  case  of  illness  or 
emergency.  Also,  many  thanks  are  extended  to  the 
Selectmen,  Treasurer  and  all  other  Town  Officers  and 
committees  for  their  complete  cooperation. 

In  the  Tax  Department  the  Warrant  for  1982  shows 
another  increase  of  $189,282.08.  As  of  12/31/82,  84%  of  this 
Warrant  was  collected.  Total  Resident  Taxes  for  1982  were 
3027,  an  increase  of  65.  The  balance  of  the  unredeemed  taxes 
is  $63,844.42  which  is  $19,253.13  higher  than  the  year  before, 
indicating  the  economic  conditions  of  the  country. 
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One  of  the  most  pleasant  things  of  the  year  was  the  Dutch 
Treat  Holiday  Party  held  on  December  17th  at  the  Exeter  Inn 
for  all  Town  employees  as  well  as  anyone  serving  on  any  Town 
committee,  and  their  guests.  130  people  attended  on  a  very 
short  notice  and  it  was  a  huge  success.  Thanks  to  everyone  for 
a  great  evening.  I'm  now  looking  forward  to  making  this  an 
Annual  event,  but  some  help  will  be  needed. 

Again,  many  thanks  for  the  continued  support  from  ALL 
residents,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  serve  our  great  Town.  I  have 
now  completed  13  years  as  Town  Clerk  and  23  years  as  Tax 
Collector.

(Supp)  &  35:3  (Supp)  &  35:11  &  Chapter  35  generally. 

26.  On  petition  of  the  Kingston  Fire  Wards,  Earl  S.  Carter, 
John  A.  Merrill,  and  Donald  W.  Briggs,  and  twenty  (20)  others 
on  behalf  of  the  Kingston  Fire  Department:  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  allow  the  Fire  Wards  to  place  all  monies  received  from  the 
ambulance  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future 
replacement  of  the  ambulance.  RSA  35:1  (B)  (Supp)  &  35:3 
(Supp)  &  35:11  &  Chapter  35  generally. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  auction  to  the  highest  bidder  the  1962 
International  Ambulance  as  surplus  equipment,  with  the 
revenue  going  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future 
replacement  of  the  1980  ambulance.  RSA  35:1  (B)  (Supp)  & 
35:3  (Supp)  &  35:11  &  Chapter  35  generally. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,304.00  to  assist  Rockingham  County 
Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  These  funds  requested,  in 
this  instance  being  $1,304.00,  are  to  be  used  for  current 
operating  expenses  to  enable  Rockingham  County 
Community  Action  Program,  Inc.,  to  continue  providing 
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services  to  residents  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  at  no  cost  to  said 
residents. 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,497.00  to  assist  Rockingham  Child  and  Family 
Services,  a  private,  nonprofit  organization.  The  amount  of  this 
request  is  based  on  services  rendered  to  23  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Kingston  during  the  period  July  1,  1981  to  June  30, 
1982,  inclusive.

30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  Seacoast  Regional 
Counseling  Center.  Residents  of  the  Towns  of  Kingston  and 
East  Kingston  were  provided  244  treatment  sessions  for  31 
individuals  during  1981  and  21  residents  were  provided  300 
treatment  sessions  in  the  first  10  months  of  1982. 

31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1 ,100.00  to  support  the  services  of  the  Newmarket 
Health  Center,  Inc. 

32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $15,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  land  on  Bartlett 
Street  (tax  map  U9-34).  Said  parcel  to  be  combined  with  land 
presently  owned  by  the  Town  for  future  development  of  a 
community  recreational  center. 

33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,000.00  to  purchase  and  install  a  new  curtain  and 
valance  with  border  line  curtains  for  the  stage  at  Town  Hall. 
Said  curtains  to  meet  all  fire  and  safety  codes. 

34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  purchase  and  install  a  new  curtain  and 
valance  for  the  stage  at  Town  Hall.  Said  curtain/valance  to 
meet  all  fire  and  safety  codes. 

35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
ordinance: 

ORDINANCE 
Adopted  December  30,  1982 
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Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  41:11,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  passes  effective  December 
30,  1982,  an  ordinance  relative  to  regulating  the  use  of  Town 
roads  and  highways  to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston. 

Section  1.  Grant  of  Authority 

That  the  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  adopt  regulations 
for  the  use  of  all  Town  roads  and  highways,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  establishment  of  no  parking  zones,  tow  zones, 
unloading  zones,  and  the  control  of  traffice  by  stop  signs  or 
other  traffic  control  devices  or  signals. 

Section  2.  Posting  of  Regulations 

Upon  the  adoption  of  any  such  regulation,  it  shall  be 
posted  in  two  (2)  public  places  within  the  Town  of  Kingston. 

Section  3.  Erection  of  Signs 

Upon  the  adoption  of  any  such  regulations,  the  Selectmen 
shall  have  erected  appropriate  signs  and  signals  to  mark  the 
nature  and  location  of  the  traffic  control  device  established  by 
the  regulation. 

Section  4.  Penalty 

Once  the  signs  or  signals  required  by  Section  3  above 
have  been  erected,  any  person  violating  a  regulation  adopted 
pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  penalty  of 
$10.00  for  each  such  violation. 

Section  5.  Towing  of  Vehicles 

Should  it  become  necessary  to  tow  or  otherwise  remove 
any  vehicle  parked,  left  or  abandoned  in  violation  of  any 
regulation  adopted  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance,  the  owner  of 
any  such  vehicle  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  any  expenses 
incurred  in  towing  or  removing  the  vehicle.

37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
ordinance:

ORDINANCE 
Adopted  M^y  20,  1982 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:39,  1979 
Supplement;  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Kingston 
passes  effective  May  20,  1982,  an  ordinance  pertaining  to 
regulations  for  food  service  establishments. 

This  ordinance  is  passed  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the 
prudential  affairs  of  the  Town,  advancing  public  health,  safety, 
morals,  conserving  private  property  values,  encouraging 
appropriate  land  use  and  preserving  of  general  attractiveness 
and  welfare  of  the  Town. 

(1)  All  employees  shall  wear  clean  outer  garments,  maintain 
a  high  degree  of  personal  cleanliness  and  conform  to 
hygienic  practices  during  all  working  hours. 

(2)  All  employees  shall  wash  their  hands  thoroughly  with 
soap  and  warm  water  in  an  adequate  hand-washing  facil- 
ity before  starting  work.  The  hands  of  all  employees 
shall  be  kept  clean  while  engaged  in  handling  of  food  and 
food  contact  surfaces. 

(3)  No  employee  shall  resume  work  after  visiting  the  rest- 
rooms  without  first  washing  hands. 

(4)  Employees  shall  keep  their  fingernails  clean. 

(5)  Hairnets,  head  bands,  caps  or  other  effective  hair  re- 
straints shall  be  used  by  employees  engaged  in  the  prep- 
aration of  and  service  of  food  when  necessary  to  keep 
hair  from  food  and  food- contact  surfaces. 

(6)  Employees  shall  not  use  tobacco  in  any  form  while 
engaged  in  food  preparation  or  service  or  while  in  equip- 
ment and  utensil  waishing  or  food  preparation  areas. 

(7)  FAILURE  TO  COMPLY  WITH  THESE 
REGULATIONS  WILL  RESULT  IN  A  $25.00  FINE. 

38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  and  convey  to  the  Public  Service  Company  of  New

39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  hours  of 
polling  for  the  Town  election  from  10:00  a.m.  -  7:00  p.m  to  10:00 
a.m.  to  8:00  p.m. 

40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  Norman 
Griffin,  3  Madison  Ave.,  Rochester,  N.H.,  the  gift  of  a  piece  of 
land  at  29  New  Boston  Rd.,  Kingston,  Tax  Map  R18-37, 
containing  .6  acres  more  or  less.  If  the  Town  votes  to  accept 
the  land  as  a  gift,  the  Town  will  bear  the  expense  of  transferring 
and  recording  such  transaction. 

41.  To  see  whether  or  not  the  Town  of  Kingston  will 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  a  certain  tract  of  land  on

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43.  On  petition  of  David  A.  Welch  and  nine  (9)  others  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  accept  and 
put  into  effect  within  30  days  the  Personnel  Plan  as  presented 
and  amended  at  Public  Hearing  on  January  28,  1983. 

44.  On  petition  of  David  A.  Welch  and  nine  (9)  others  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  post  in  a 
local  newspaper  and  at  least  (2)  two  public  places,  all  proposed 
changes  to  either  the  Administrative  Code  or  the  Personnel 
Plan  30  days  prior  to  enactment. 

45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  tax  deeded  property  at  Public  Auction. 

46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Auditor's 
Report  and  Town  Report  as  printed. 

47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
ordinance: 

The  Town  of  Kingston  ordains: 

ARTICLE  1  -  OFFICE  OF  EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 
Section  (I).  Short  Title. 

This  Ordinance  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  and 
referred  to  as  the  "Emergency  Management  Ordinance  of  the 
Town  of  Kingston." 
Section  (II).  Intent  and  Purpose 

(1)  It  is  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  ordinance  to 
establish  an  office  that  will  insure  the  complete  and  efficient 
utilization  of  all  the  Town's  facilities  to  combat  disaster,  natural 
or  man-made,  enemy  attack  or,  other  disasters  as  defined 
herein. 

(2)  The  Kingston  office  of  Emergency  Management  will  be 
the  coordinating  agency  for  all  activity  in  connection  with 
emergency  planning;  it  will  be  the  instrument  through  which 
the  Selectmen  may  exercise  the  authority  and  discharge  the 
responsibilities  vested  in  them  in  the  Civil  Defense  Act, 
Comprising  Chapter  107,  State  of  N.H.  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  as  amended,  and  this  Ordinance. 

(3)  This  Ordinance  will  not  relieve  any  Town  Department 
of  the  moral  responsibilities  or  authority  given  to  it  in  the  State 
Statutes  or  by  local  ordinance,  nor  will  it  adversely  affect  the 
work  of  any  volunteer  agency  organized  for  relief  in  disasters 
or  emergencies. 

Section  (III).  Definitions. 
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(1)  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  in  the 
interpretation  of  this  Article: 

(a)  "Emergency  Managerrtent"  in  its  broad  sense  means  to 
carry  out  the  basic  government  functions  of  maintaining  the 
public  peace,  health  and  safety  during  an  emergency.  It  shall 
not,  however,  include  any  activity  that  is  the  primary 
responsbility  of  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States. 

(b)  "Emergency  Response  Resources"  shall  mean  the 
employees,  equipment  and  facilities  of  all  Town  departments, 
boards,  institutions  and  commissions;  and,  in  addition,  it  shall 
include  all  volunteer  personnel,  equipment  and  facilities 
contributed  by,  or  obtained  from,  volunteer  persons  or 
agencies. 

(c)  "Volunteer"  shall  mean  contributing  a  service, 
equipment  or  facilities  to  the  emergency  management 
organization  without  remuneration. 

(d)  "Emergency  Volunteer"  shall  mean  any  person  duly 
registered,  identified  and  appointed  by  the  Coordinator  of  the 
Office  of  Emergency  Management  and  assigned  to  participate 
in  the  emergency  management  activity. 

Section  (IV).  Organization  and  Appointments. 

(1)  The  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
create  an  organization  for  emergency  management  utilizing  to 
the  fullest  extent  the  existing  agencies  within  this  Town.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  executive  head  of  the 
municipal  government,  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
organization,  administration  and  operations. 

(2)  The  organization  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

(a)  An  Office  of  Emergency  Management  within  the 
executive  deparment  of  the  Town  government  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Selectmen.  There  shall  be  an  executive  head  of 
the  Office  of  Emergency  Management,  who  shall  be  known  as 
the  Coordinator  of  the  Office  of  Emergency  Management,  and 
such  assistance  and  other  employees  as  are  deemed 
necessary  for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  organization.  On 
some  occasions  the  Coordinator  may  be  referred  to  as  the 
Director,  Office  of  Emergency  Mainagement. 

(b)  The  employees,  equipment  and  facilities  of  all  Town 
departments,  institutions  and  commissions  will  participate  in 
the  emergency  management  activity.  Duties  assigned  to  a 
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Town  department  shall  be  the  same  or  similar  to  the  normal 
duties  of  the  department. 

(c)  Volunteer  persons  and  agencies  offering  service  to, 
and  accepted  by  the  town. 

(3)  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  coordinator  of  the 
Kingston  Office  of  Emergency  Management. 

Section  (V).  Emergency  Powers  and  Duties. 
(1)  The  Selectmen 

(a)  The  Selectmen  may  exercise  the  emergency  power 
and  authority  necessary  to  fulfill  their  general  powers  and 
duties.  The  judgment  of  the  Selectmen  shall  be  the  sole  criteria 
necessary  to  invoke  emergency  powers  provided  in  the  State 
Statutes,  the  Town  Ordinances  and  other  appropriate 
authorities.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed  as 
abridging  or  curtailing  the  powers  or  restrictions  of  the 
Selectmen. 

(b)  During  any  period  when  disaster  threatens  or  when 
the  Town  has  been  struck  by  disaster,  within  the  definition  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  Selectmen  may  promulgate  such 
regulations  as  they  deem  necessary  to  protect  life  and 
property  and  preserve  critical  resources.  These  regulations 
will  have  the  force  of  Ordinances  when  duly  filed  with  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  violations  will  be  subject  to  penalty  in  Section  IX  of 
this  Ordinance. 

(c)  The  Selectmen  shall  order  emergency  management 
forces  to  the  aid  of  other  communities  when  required  in 
accordance  with  the  statutes  of  the  state,  and  they  may 
request  the  state,  or  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state,  to  send 
aid  to  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  case  of  disaster  when  conditions 
in  the  Town  are  beyond  the  control  of  the  local  emergency 
management  forces. 

(d)  The  Selectmen  may  obtain  vital  supplies,  equipment 
and  other  properties  found  lacking  and  needed  for  the 
protection  of  health,  life  and  property  of  the  people,  and  bind 
the  Town  for  the  fair  value  thereof. 

(e)  The  Selectmen  may  require  emergency  services  of  any 
Town  officer  or  employees.  If  regular  Town  Forces  are 
determined  inadequate,  the  Selectmen  may  require  the 
services  of  such  other  personnel  as  they  can  obtain  that  are 
available,  including  citizen  volunteers.  All  duly  authorized

persons  rendering  emergency  services  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  and  immunities  as  are  provided  by  state  law,  the 
Town  Ordinances  for  regular  Town  employees  and  other 
registered  and  identified  emergency  management  and  disaster 
workers. 

(f)  The  selectmen  will  cause  to  be  prepared  the  Basic  Plan 
herein  referred  to  and  to  exercise  their  ordinary  powers  as 
Selectmen,  all  of  the  special  powers  conferred  upon  them  by 
the  State  Statutes  and  the  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Kingston, 
or  any  other  lawful  authority. 

(2)  Coordinator  of  the  Office  of  Emergency 
Preparedness: 

(a)  The  Coordinator  of  the  Office  of  Emergency 
Preparedness  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Selectmen  in  regard 
to  all  phases  of  the  emergency  management  activity.  Under 
the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen,  he  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  planning,  coordination  and  operation  of  the  emergency 
management  activity  in  the  Town.  Under  the  supervision  of 
the  Selectmen,  he  shall  maintain  liaison  with  the  state  and 
Federal  authorities  and  the  authorities  of  the  other  nearby 
political  subdivisions  as  to  insure  the  most  effective  opeation  of 
the  emergency  management  plan. 

Section  (VI).  Emergency  Management  Basic  Plan. 

(1)  A  comprehensive  Emergency  Management  Basic  Plan 
shall  be  adopted  and  maintained  by  resolution  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Selectmen.  When  approved,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  municipal  departments  and  agencies  to  perform 
the  functions  assigned  by  the  Plan  and  to  maintain  their 
portion  of  the  Plan  (their  "annex")  in  a  current  state  of 
readiness  at  all  times.  The  Basic  Plan  shall  be  considered 
supplementary  to  this  ordinance  and  have  the  effect  of  law 
whenever  a  disaster  has  been  proclaimed. 

(2)  Each  service  chief  and  department  head  assigned 
responsibility  in  the  Basic  Plan  shall  be  responsible  for  carrying 
out  all  duties  and  functions  assigned  therein.  Each  chief  shall 
formulate  the  operational  plan  for  his  service  which,  when 
approved,  shall  be  an  annex  to  and  a  part  of  the  Basic  Plan. 

(3)  When  a  required  competency  or  skill  for  a  disaster 
function  is  not  available  within  the  town  government,  the 
Selectmen  are  authorized  to  seek  assistance  from  persons 
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outside  of  government. 

(4)  Some  of  the  duties  ascribed  to  the  Selectmen  will 
ordinarily  be  handled  as  a  matter  of  routine  by  the 
Coordinator,  but  the  responsibility  and  authority  stem  from 
and  remain  with  the  Selectmen. 

Section  (VII).  No  Municipal  or  Private  Liability. 

(1)  This  Ordinance  is  an  exercise  by  the  Town  of  its 
governmental  functions  for  the  protection  of  the  public  peace, 
health,  and  safety,  and  neither  the  town  nor  agents  and 
representatives  of  said  town,  or  any  individual,  receiver,  firm, 
partnership,  corporation,  association,  or  trustee,  or  any  of  the 
agents  thereof,  in  good  faith  carrying  out,  complying  with  or 
attempting  to  comply  with  any  order,  rule  or  regulation 
promulgated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
shall  be  liable  for  any  damage  sustained  by  persons  or  property 
as  the  result  of  such  activity. 

(2)  Any  person  owning  or  controlling  real  estate  or  other 
premises  who  voluntarily  and  without  compensation  grants 
the  town  the  right  to  inspect,  designate  and  use  the  whole  or 
any  part  or  parts  of  such  real  estate  or  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  sheltering  persons  during  an  actual,  impending  or 
practice  enemy  attack  shall  not  be  civilly  liable  for  the  death  of, 
or  injury  to,  any  persons  on  or  about  such  real  estate  or 
premises  under  such  license,  privilege  or  other  permission,  or 
for  loss  of,  or  damage  to,  the  property  of  such  person. 

Section  (VIII).  Violation  of  Regulations. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  regulations  or  plans 
issued  pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  herein,  or  to 
willfully  obstruct,  hinder  or  delay  any  member  of  the 
emergency  management  organization  as  herein  defined  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or  any 
regulation  or  plan  issued  thereunder. 

Section  (IX).  Penalty. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  provision  of 
this  Ordinance,  or  any  rule  or  regulation  promulgated 
thereunder,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars,  and  costs 
of  prosecution,  or  imprisonment  in  the  Rockingham  County 
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Jail  for  a  period  fo  not  more  than  ninety  (90)  days,  or  both, 
such  fine  and  imprisonment  to  be  imposed  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Section  (X).  Severability. 

Should  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  be  declared 
invalid  for  any  reason,  such  declaration  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  other  provisions,  or  of  this  Ordinance,  as  a  whole,  it 
being  the  legislative  intent  that  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  severable  and  remain  valid  notwithstanding  such 
declaration. 

Section  (XI).  Conflicting  Ordinances,  Orders,  Rules  and 
Regulations  Suspended. 
At  all  times  when  orders,  rules  and  regulations  made  and 
promulgated  pursuant  to  this  Article  shall  be  in  effect,  they 
shall  supersede  all  existing  ordinances,  orders,  rules  and 
regulations  insofar  as  the  latter  may  be  inconsistent  therewith. 

48.  On  petition  of  David  A.  Welch  and  fifty-one  (51)  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  notify  in  writing  President  Ronald  Reagan,  Senator  Gordon 
Humphrey,  Senator  Warren  Rudman  and  U.S.  Representative 
Norman  D 'Amours  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  voters  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting,  that  the  aforementioned  elected 
officials,  use  their  constitutionally  mandated  authority  and 
influence  to  reduce  the  potential  for  nuclear  war, 

(1)  by  reducing  or  eliminating  the  sale,  licensing  or  transfer 
of  American  technology,  supplies  and  hardware  to  the  Soviet 
Union  and  other  communist  countries;  and 

(2)  by  terminating  all  programs  and  agreements  whereby 
our  nation  provides  loans,  credits,  guarantees  and  re-schedul- 
ing of  debts  with  and  to  all  all  Communist  Nations. 

49.  On  petition  of  Ronald  B.  Eskin  and  eleven  (11)  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  that  any  emergency 
response  plan  for  the  Town  and  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Project 
be  approved  by  the  town  meeting  as  a  condition  for  their 
acceptance  by  the  town. 

(1)  The  Selectmen  will  cause  any  evacuation  or  other 
emergency  response  plans  for  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Project 
which  affect  the  town  which  are  developed  by  or  for  the  town, 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  the  Public  Service  Company 
of  New  Hampshire,  to  come  before  the  Town  Meeting  for 
approval  by  a  majority  vote. 
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(2)  No  town  official  or  agency  shall  promote  the 
implementation  of  an  emergency  response  plan  for  the 
Seabrook  Nuclear  Project  which  has  not  been  approved  by  the 
Town  Meeting. 

50.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support 
of  immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control 
and  reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and 
economy  of  Kingston  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  Kingston. 

These  actions  shall  include: 

(1)  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain, 
sulfur  dioxide  emissions,  by  the  year  1990. 

(2)  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the 
government  of  Canada  that  will  commit  both  nations  to  this 
same  goal. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  New  Hampshire  Congressional  Delegation  and  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States. 

51.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  sum  of  $3,287.50  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  as  established  under  the  provisions  of 
the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  for  the  purchase  of 
ten  (10)  Motorola  Pocket  Pagers,  to  be  used  by  the  Fire 
Department. 

52.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
ordinance: 

ORDINANCE 

The  Town  of  Kingston  shall  make  it  unlawful  to  operate 
any  unvented  space  heater.  This  shall  mean  any  heating 
appliance,  either  wick,  wickless,  or  pot  burner  type,  which 
uses  oil,  gas,  or  kerosene  for  fuel,  is  either  stationary  or 
portable,  and  the  products  of  combustion  of  which  are  not 
directly  conducted  to  the  outside  of  the  building  via  a  chimney 
connector  pipe.  This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  habitable 
structures  and  any  structures  appurtenant  to  a  habitable 
structure. 

All  other  uses  would  still  require  a  written  permit  in 
accordance  with  State  Law  RSA  158.28  effective  May  24, 1982, 
as  amended. 

53.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 
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Given  under  our  hands  and  seal,  this  eleventh  day  of 
February  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
three.

For  the  third  year,  no  increase  is  requested  in  the  Town 
budget  item  for  cemetery  maintenance  —  $7,000.  This  sum 
supplements  the  earnings  of  perpetual  care  trust  funds. 

As  provided  in  various  wills,  flowers  are  placed  on  the 
designated  lots  on  Memorial  Day  each  year. 

More  evergreens  were  planted  along  the  front  fence  at 
Pine  Grove  Cemetery  to  complete  a  3-year  project. 

Maintenance  personnel  were  the  same  as  in  1981  —

REPORT  OF  THE 
NICHOLS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  tiie  number  of  adult  fiction 
books  that  circulated  this  year  has  increased  by  approximately 
eight  hundred  and  fifty,  yet  the  number  of  non-fiction  has 
decreased  by  one  hundred  and  fifty  over  last  year's  figures. 

The  library  purchased  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  hard  bound  books,  aproximately  one  hundred  and  fifty 
paperbacks,  and  a  set  of  American  Authors  for  the  fiction 
shelf.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  books  in  the  adult  room 
alone,  to  over  nine  thousand  volumes. 

The  original  carpet  in  the  junior  room  was  replaced  after 
twelve  years  of  active  use.  We  continued  to  be  the  Bakie 
School  library,  whose  teachers  bring  approximately  two 
hundred  and  seventy  children  weekly  to  borrow  books.  We 
also  serve  the  pre-schoolers  from  the  kindergartens  and  the 
Kingston  Children's  Center,  weekly  story  and  craft  hours  for 
pre-schoolers,  plus  after  school  children  who  come  in  to 
borrow  books  or  socialize.  A  very  busy  room  indeed. 

We  want  to  thank  the  volunteers  who  continue  to  devote 
many  hours  of  their  time,  the  Friends  of  the  Library  who  have 
given  us  money  to  purchase  paperbacks,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bolton 
who  gave  us  money  to  purchase  a  magazine  display  rack  for 
the  junior  room  and  the  people  who  donated  books.  Our 
thanks  are  also  extended  to  Carolyn  Christie  and  Marion 
Clark  who  filled  the  urns  with  greens,  the  Exeter  Junior 
Women's  Club  who  planted  flowers  last  spring,  and  the 
Kingston  Garden  Club  who  donated  the  Christmas  wreath.

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KINGSTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Once  again  the  Kingston  Conservation  Commission 
carried  a  full  schedule  of  events  ranging  from  gravel  pit 
inspections  to  forestry  management. 

All  gravel  pit  permit  applications  were  reviewed  and  the 
sites  inspected  by  the  Commission  to  ensure  the  proper 
compliance  with  the  spirit  of  the  gravel  pit  ordinance.  Special 
attention  was  given  to  those  pits  on  Dorre  Road,  where  after 
several  site  inspections  and  meetings  with  the  owners,  agree- 
ments were  reached  between  the  Town  and  those  owners. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  in  developing  mapping  to 
be  used  with  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District,  such  maps 
to  be  kept  at  the  Town  Offices. 

The  Kingston  Conservation  Commission  proudly  hosted 
a  regional  meeting  on  "Clean  Water  for  New  Hampshire," 
organized  by  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions  under  the  direction  of  Marjorie  Swope,  with 
Carolyn  Baldwin  as  a  guest  speaker. 

The  year  1982  was  a  very  productive  year  for  the 
Commission  in  the  area  of  forest  management.  Sound  forest 
management  includes  surveying  the  land  to  determine  the 
quality  lumber.  Thinning,  pruning  and  replanting  practices  are 
necessary  to  produce  quality  lumber.  Since  several  of  the  town 
forests  are  presently  in  one  phase  or  another  of  the  Forest 
Management  Plan,  some  have  been  surveyed  by  Earl  Chase, 
County  Forester,  and  Kingston  Conservation  Commission 
members  and  a  determination  has  been  made  as  to  which 
areas  are  ready  for  a  selective  cut  and  which  areas  are  ready 
for  thinning  and/or  a  cordwood  cut.  In  a  third  area  500  red  pine 
trees  were  planted  by  the  Kingston  Conservation  Commission 
last  spring  with  the  help  of  a  Webelos  group.  A  sound  Forest 
Management  Plan  is  an  ongoing  process  and  it  is  necessary  for 
the  future  of  good  timber  and  natural  recreation  areas. 

Conservation  easements  were  inspected  to  determine  the 
impact  of  new  construction;  meetings  on  solid  waste 
management,  erosion  and  sedimentation  control  and  septage 
were  attended  by  members  of  the  Commission;  a  working 
agreement  for  water  quality  monitoring  was  reached  with 
Kellogg-American;  two  boys  were  sponsored  to  Conservation 
Camp. 
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These  were  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  past  year  for  the 
Conservation  Commission. 

Kingston  Conservation  Commission  meetings  are  held  on 
the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  8  P.M.  in  the 
Town  Hall.  Meetings  are  open  to  the  Public.

Kingston  Police  Dept.  has  added  Peter  Easier  and  James 
Champion  as  Special  Police  Officers  this  past  year. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  let  the  townspeople  know 
that  the  Women's  Auxiliary  and  the  Kingston  Police  Associa- 
tion have  purchased  more  than  $4,000.00  worth  of  police 
equipment  in  the  past  few  years  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers.

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KINGSTON  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 

During  the  past  year  the  Kingston  Civil  Defense  Agency 
was  alerted  to  two  incidents  within  the  Town.  On  February  3, 
there  was  an  acid  vapor  cloud  incident  at  the  Ottati  and  Goss 
hazardous  waste  site,  resulting  in  evacuation  of  ten  residents. 
On  March  7  there  was  a  railroad  chemical  tank  car  spill,  later 
determined  to  be  of  a  nonhazardous  material.  The  agency  also 
monitored  the  heavy  snowstorm  last  April  and  heavy  rains  in 
June  for  possible  emergency  problems. 

Within  the  last  twelve  months  the  Emergency  Operations 
Procedures  for  all  town  departments  were  reviewed  and 
updated.  Presently  I  am  working  with  the  Superintendent's 
Office  reviewing  and  compiling  comprehensive  emergency 
procedures  for  all  schools  within  their  jurisdiction.  I  am  also 
working  with  the  firm  of  Costello,  Lomasney  &  deNapoli,  Inc., 
with  regard  to  the  Seabrook  power  station. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  Kingston  Civil  Defense

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KINGSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1982 

This  report  covers  the  work  of  the  Planning  Board  as  it 
was  constituted  prior  to  Town  Meeting  and  the  Board  as  it 
reorganized  after  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  met  regularly  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month.  Additional  workshop  meetings  were  scheduled  for  the 
third  Tuesday  of  the  month.  29  meetings  were  held  during  the 
year. 

The  work  of  the  Board  centered  on  the  development  of 
the  town's  Master  Plan.  Every  workshop  session  and  a  portion 
of  each  regular  meeting  was  devoted  to  this  project.  The  Plan, 
now  underway  for  the  past  three  years,  is  nearing  completion. 
The  Board  anticipates  working  with  a  representative  group  of 
interested  citizens  during  the  final  stage  to  be  certain  that  the 
document  is  reflective  of  the  feelings  of  the  townspeople.  The 
Master  Plan  is  to  be  a  guide  for  the  Board  in  its  work. 

During  the  coming  year  the  Board  will  adopt  a  revision  of 
the  present  subdivision  regulations  designed  to  bring  them  into 
conformity  with  the  new  state  laws,  and  procedural  guidelines 
for  subdivision  within  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District. 

Projected  plans  for  the  coming  year  include  adoption  of 
Site  Plan  Review  regulations  (for  non-residential  use)  and  re- 
numbering and  reorganization  of  the  existing  Zoning  and 
Building  Code  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  Clerk,  Selectmen 
and  Board  of  Adjustment.  Also  on  the  agenda  is  the  reclassi- 
fication of  roads  for  Town  Map  revision.

COMMISSION  1982 

As  evidenced  by  a  record  sixteen  meetings  and  sixteen 
applications  durng  1982,  the  Historic  District  Commission  has 
experienced  a  steady  increase  in  activity  since  1972. 

In  response  to  situations  that  might  require  speedy  action, 
the  Historic  District  Commission,  as  in  the  past,  has  made 
itself  more  accessible  to  applicants  by  holding  special  meetings 
in  addition  to  the  scheduled  monthly  meetings.  These  special 
meetings  have  been  written  into  the  Historic  District 
Commission's  Policies  and  Procedures  during  1982  and  may 
be  called  as  long  as  such  action  does  not  diminish  the  rights  of 
others.  Also,  the  Commission's  files  have  been  revised  and 
expanded  during  the  year  to  insure  compliance  with  RSA  91-A. 

We  are  currently  in  the  process  of  rewriting  the  Historic 
District  Commission's  Policies  and  Procedures  in  an  attempt 
to  clarify  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  guidelines  for  decisions. 
With  the  recent  inclusion  of  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library  in 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  as  well  as  the  Josiah 
Bartlett  House  and  the  Church  of  the  Plains,  the  significance  of 
Kingston's  Historic  District  becomes  increasingly  apparent. 
By  periodic  revision  of  the  Policies  and  Procedures,  the 
Historic  District  Commission  hopes  to  keep  abreast  of 
changes  that  could  affect  the  continuity  of  Kingston's  past  with 
its  present  and  future.

David  is  very  talented  and  could  have  been  quite  an  asset  to  us. 

Easter  marked  the  beginning  of  spring,  and  your 
Recreation  Commission  shifted  into  high  gear.  A  party  was 
held  at  Nichols  Memorial  Library  for  the  youngsters  that 
featured  a  puppet  show  written  and  performed  by  David 
Ramsey,  topped  by  a  visit  from  the  Easter  Bunny.  A  story  was 
written  and  told  by  Julie  Baldwin.  All  was  well  received  by 
young  and  old. 

The  Recreation  Commission  has  continued  its  support  to 
the  Kingston  Community  Theater.  This  small  group  has  grown 
from  a  handful  to  a  large  gathering  of  very  fine,  talented 
individuals.  I  must  point  out  that  contrary  to  a  popular  myth, 
the  Kingston  Community  Theater  has  made  a  profit  every 
year,  which  is  shown  under  receipts  in  the  annual  Town 
Report.

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to  put  more  into  the  parties  for  the  younger  children.  A 
different  approach  is  being  worked  on  for  the  ensuing  year  so  it 
will  be  more  enjoyable  for  everyone. 

The  Christmas  season  was  different  this  year.  Not  only 
did  the  Recreation  Commission  decorate  the  bandstand  and 
Town  Hall  but  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  held  a  tree 
lighting  ceremony,  with  a  visit  from  Santa.  Many,  many  towns- 
people attended.  A  special  thanks  to  the  selectmen  for 
their  continued  support.  This  will  continue  to  be  an  annual 
event.  Thanks  to  the  Kingstonian  and  to  Judy  Smith  for 
coverage  and  many  suggestions. 

Aerobics  continue  to  be  a  popular  function  with 
Kingstonians,  expanding  to  two  classes  on  Monday  and 
Thursday.

1982  was  a  year  of  accomplishment  for  the  EAVNA  in 
spite  of  state  and  federal  cuts. 

HOME  CARE.  Two  new  services  have  been  added  to  the 
Home  Care  Program;  speech  and  occupational  therapy. 
Persons  confined  to  their  homes  are  now  able  to  receive  these 
therapies  at  a  more  effective  time  rather  than  having  to  wait 
until  they  are  well  enough  to  leave  their  homes.  The  home 
health  aide  staff  has  been  increased  to  meet  the  demands  for 
assistance  with  personal  care  while  the  nursing  staff  has 
responded  to  a  need  for  support  and  treatment  to  persons 
requiring  more  skilled  care  at  home  than  before.  This  is 
possible  through  continuing  education  to  ensure  competency 
to  meet  these  needs.  The  Agency  continues  to  provide 
physical  therapy  to  a  large  number  of  persons  in  the  service 
area. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH:  The  enrollment 
in  this  program  continues  to  increase  as  the  economy  declines, 
providing  home  visits  and  clinic  services  to  families  with  pre- 
school children. 

ADULT  HEALTH  SERVICE  In  addition  to  high 
blood  pressure  and  blood  glucose  screenings,  flu  vaccine 
immunizations  and  tuberculosis  testing,  the  Agency  now  has 
Foot  Care  Clinics. 

The  Agency,  recognizing  the  necessity  for  qualified  health 
personnel,  provides  a  clinical  setting  to  students  of  health  care 
to  enhance  and  expand  their  knowledge. 

12,067  units  of  service  were  provided  to  residents  of  the 
service  area  between  January  1,  1982  and  December  31, 1982. 
(Individual  town  statistics  are  sent  to  the  selectmen  of  each 
town). 

Early  in  the  new  year,  service  will  be  available  on  a  24- 
hour,  7-day  basis. 

The  Agency  works  closely  with  other  health  and  social 
agencies  to  ensure  the  most  comprehensive  care  possible  to 
the  residents  of  the  participating  towns.  The  Agency  continues 
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to  maintain  its  Medicare  and  Medicaid  certification  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Community  Health  Care  Association  of  New 
Hampshire  and  the  National  Association  for  Home  Care. 

The  Association  relies  upon  many  valuable  volunteers 
who  work  at  the  clinics  and  in  the  office  in  addition  to  regular 
staff.
